LEGISLATIVE WRAP-UP 
Pendulum Inches Toward Justice 
For Wrongfully Imprisoned Man

The pendulum of justice tra- 
ditionally swings slow. And no 
one has reason to know it bet- 
ter than a 32-year-old Colum- 
bus man who was imprisoned 
for almost five years for crimes 
he did not commit. 

As a résult of legislation 
passed by the Ohio House last 
week and sent to the Senate, 
the pendulum swung a few 
more inches toward justice for

COURT ORDER IGNORED? 
Council Urged To Probe Case

Court Sept. 21,-and that 
Thompson has had little coop- 
eration from the City Attor- 
ney's Office or the Civil Service 
Commission in trying to 
enforce the order of reinstate- 
ment and back pay.”

Positive Parents, a non- 
profit volunteer organization, 
is based on the idea that if par- 
ents say positive things about 
their families’ school experien- 

_ces in an honest way, people 
will begin to realize what good 
things Columbus Public 
Schools has to offer, according 
to Cherrie Dole, group 
organizer. 


Goodwin says Positive Par- 
ents. has been adopted as a 
special program by the 
Columbus Council of PTA. “In 
order to convey this positive 
message, a coalition of par- 
ents, schools and the business 
community is sought.” 

Goodwin says she became 
involved in the group because 
she wanted to help other black 
parents realize that they havea 
voice in their children's 
education. 

“If you-breed something pos- 
itive, hopefully you will get 
something positve back,” she 
says. 

Deborah Cosby is also a pos- 
itive parent. She says Colum- 
bus Public Schools was a big 
help with her child who has a 
learning disability. 

“They counseled me and 
helped me to help my child and 
referred me to other agencies,” 
she says. 

Cosby says she got involved 
with Positive Parents after 
becoming involved with the 
PTA. 

“Parents have a lot of power. 
The school board will hear 
what you have to say,” says 
Cosby. “Our children are get- 
ting quality education. Dr. 
Hyre is the best thing that 
could have happened to 
Columbus.” 

Cosby says busing kids was 
not what parents were asking 
for,in desegregation. “They 
bused the kids instead of the 
teachers,'' she says. The 
mother of two says that the 

success of desegregation lies 
in black parents teaching their 
childen the right type of 
attitude. 

“We should teach our child- 
ren to learn as much as they 
can and not deal with whether 


' the teacher likes them or not.”

Good health is the spice of life, respondents drawn from 4 
households in the Blackburn, Bexley and Southside ar 
said in a random interview. 

The survey, conducted by the Children and Youth Project 6 
Children’s Hospital, showed that residents in the chosen 
neighborhoods ranked good health as the most important in a 
field of seven items, including job, food, housing, education, 
recreation and car. 

Respondents were also asked where they went for health 
care, if they had a regular source of health care; did inflation 
affect household health practices, and whether changes in 
their lifestyles were made in the interest of good health in the 
past year. 

The study was designed to furnish health care providers i 
the community with “a tool for policy decision making and for’ 
planning health education and other health programs based 
on the perceived needs and concerns of residents.” 

The three neighborhoods were selected because of thei 
diverse characteristics, such as race, education and income, 
according to researchers.

In the survey, most respondents said they had a reguia 
source of health care, regardless of race, income level, educa 
tion, or time lived in their respective areas.

Racist Attitudes Prevail 


Two state employees of the Board of Speech Pathology 
and Audiology who were suspended without pay in April 
for uttering a racial remark about State Senator William 
Bowen are seeking to be reimbursed for back pay for the 
period of their suspensions. Both will be terminated effec- 
tive Dec. 31. 

Pamela Cassell, secretary of the board was suspended 
for 30.:days. The executive director of the Board of Speech 
Pathology and Audiology, Chester Gallant, was suspended 
for five days. The board later, without explanation, rein- 
stated the pair with pay. 

The two were suspended over an incident that occurred 
in April when Bowen's secretary who, ina phone conversa- 
tion with Cassell, overheard her referring to Bowen.as the 
‘crazy nigger.” , 

The Department of Administrative Services is balking at 
reimbursing the employees, and we whdleheartedly agree 
with their decision. , 

State Personnel Director William Denihan stated he 
objects to paying the two employees for timé they did not 
work, especially considering the severity of their actions. 
He said he also. objects to the board's temporary reinstate- 
ment of Cassell and Gallant. 

Temporary reinstatement of the two employees and con- 
sideration of back pay suggests that the board is tolerant of 
such behavior, and is a siap in the face. to every black state 
employee. 

Blatant racism, although it does occur more than we care 
to think, has no place in state government 

We're saddened to think that some of our state leaders” 
would so easily brush such an incident aside. 


Shoplifters, Beware! 


Shoppers and merchants are in a rush for the Christmas 
buying spree, but would-be shoplifters had best come toa 
halt. for the Franklin County Prosecutor's office is going to 
be tougher on offenders 

Shoplifting ts a theft, and if you are convicted of stealing 
property worth up to $300 you face a maximum sentence of 
six months in jail and a $1,000 fine and you could go to 
prison for 18 months if the vaJue of the property stolen 
exceeds $300. Even if you steel a pack of cigarettes, itis a 
felony, according to Prosecuting Attorney Michael Miller. 

But remember. if you do the crime, just get ready to do 
the time 

“For every dollar you spend on Christmas shopping, six 
cents of that dollar will be used to defray the cost of inven- 
tory shrinkage caused by shoplifting,” Miller said. 

Recently, the Franklin County Prosecutor's office con- 
cluded a series of seminars, designed to provide represen- . 
tatives from more than 100 retail stores in the county on the 
proper procedure to follow to insure successful 
prosecution 

We commend that effort and believe that shoplifting is a 
crime that all citizens Ought to fight en masse. Providing law 


‘enforcement ottices with accurate descriptions of sus- 


pects would also help in the arrest and possible conviction 
of shoplifters

Bibb's transfer to a largely administrative position was not 
not consistent with her former position in which she was 
intimately involved with the community residents and their 
problems.

Seward. an appointee of former 
Gov.

Fisk University Trustees Should Quit 


While | am an avid Supporter of 
Black colleges. | am also in abso- 
lute Opposition to any form of 
incompetence. In a recent article 
In my magazine on Black higher 
education, | wrote that some Black 
colleges. like some White co}- 
leges, suffer from incompetent 
leadership. 

More than a year ago, in another 
article. | called the president of 
Fisk University “a bridge to the 
past.” He responded by threaten- 
mg me with tegal action and 
accused my journalism of being 
responsible for the steady decline 
in the school's enrofiment. All of 
his legal threats utilized the servi- 
ces of a university staff attorney to 
defend his private fealings. 

My negative opinion of Walter 
Leonard's Fisk began after a visit 
to the campus in 1980. At first, 
after having heard the allegations 
against the administration, | 
refused to betieve them and 
accused .the student leaders of 
having overactive imaginations. 
Charges included not only a police 
state mentality (intercepted mail 
and premeditated factors to pre- 
Cipitate the arrest of student lead- 
ers), byt other unsubstantiated 
allegations which should not be

Incidentally, the precedent for 
naming a black to the board was 
established back in the 1950s 
when formeyt Gov. Frank J 
Lausche appointed the late 


our most prominent Blacks today 
and the Fisk of 112 years ago when

The ‘Day After’

The nation has been anesthes- 
ized. by the recent viewing of the 
“Day After.” A dramatic presenta- 
tion depicting the effects of 
nucigar war. intense emotions 
ranging from fear to anger to con- 
fusion dominated the minds of all 
Americans. This was one of the 
most graphic illustrations of the 
annihilation of human life we have 
witnessed as a nation. 

The topic of nuclear disarma- 
ment was being discussed in 
homes, classrooms, offices and 
even the halls of Congress. 
Nuclear disarmament and nuclear 
war are issues that the majority of 
Americans have either con- 
sciously or unconsciously 
decided to ignore. However, after 
viewing “The Day After” it will 
become increasingly more diffi- 
cult to ignore what some have 
termed a paper tiger. 


The film contained many dra-- 


matic points which will not soon 
be forgotten but if we are to pre- 
vent the ultimate holocaust, we as 
a nation must take this fictional 
episode as a warning. We must use 
this as a pretext for mounting a 
clear and convincing peace 
movement. 

Just imagine in less than one 
hour the entire world could be 
enveloped in a ball of flames and 
saturated in such immense densi- 
ties of radioactivity that all life 
would be stilled within one week. 
This is not the kind of power to be 
resident in the hands of men, who 
are drunk with power 


Europeans are more apprecia- 
tive of the threat of nuclear war 
They have been the victims of 
bombs and direct attacks. Ameri- 
cans have only heard and read of 
such, and the majority of Ameri- 
cans have not experienced the fear 
associated with invasion. For 
these reasons, perhaps, the only 
way to touch the souls of America 
is thru the media. The tragedies of 
much of the world are only tales of 
despair in this country of 
abundance 


Many ofthe political commenta- 
tors followed the viewing with 
either caustic remarks telling of 
the film writers propaganda 
motive or of its unrealistic nature 
Still others said the realities are 
that we must maintain a nuclear 
arsenal sufficient. to deter the 
Soviet Union from. aggressive 
action. 


Now, if the Soviets maintain a 
similar attitude, then where do we 
stand? Have we positioned our- 
selves into a posture of inevitable 
doom? What are we to do. wait 
uatil.Murphy’'s Law takes effect? 
Now is the time to stop. Stop the 
spiraling madness of production 
and proliferation of nuclear wea- 


pons before we have no more _ 


' todays or tomorrows. 


We must not atiow the facts that 
this drama attempted to demon- 
strate to fall into the ggevices of our 
minds. Because as was made crys- 
tal clear, in the event of the nuclear 
attack or mistake, business will not 
go on as usual.

The year 1964 will, be a 
watershed year in Columbus 
politics. For the first time in 13 
years, the long shadow of Tom 
Moody will be off the political 
horizon. Moody has been 
replaced by a man, Dana Rine- 
hart, who was still in his 20s 
when Moody became mayor. 

An even greater change has 
occurred in City Council. For 


‘in Columbus -- conservative 


Columbus, a town described 
by one former CORE activist as 
“so rural you could stand at the 
corner of Broad and High and 
smell hay” -- an activist, 
aggressive city council is 
struggling to be born. And the 
midwife for that birth will be a 
black man, Jerry Hammond, 
who hopes to serve as Council 
President. 

Hammond figures to be one 
of the key figures in municipal 
politics in Ohio, and even 
across the country. If he 
becomes Council President, 
he will stand with George 
Forbes of Cleveland as the only 
black Council Presidents in the 
state. 

Hammond is unique among 


all black municipal leaders 
nationwidg in that he com- 
mands power in a city which is 
still growing (one of only a 
handful in the North), and 
which is less than 25 percent 
black. 

And his role as Council Pres- 
ident makes him titular head of 
the Democratic Party in 
Columbus, at a time when the 
Council -- and the party -- must 
develop a strategy to confront 
the important issues facing 
Columbus as the city inexora- 
bly moves toward the 1990s. 

An exclusive CALL & POST 
interview with Hammond was 
punctuated withcomments 
about the role the. newspaper 
played in the recent election. 

“The CALL & POST, as far as 
I'm concerned, violated every 
principle of reporting.

Since that ruling, Thorhpson 
said, the city has been “insensi- 
tive” to the rights of his clients 
“and it is an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance that has the 
appearance of delaying and 
denying my clients justice.”

Nuclear America-an inspiration 
of the 1960s gone sour in the 
1980s. 

Since 1972 more than 100 
nuclear power plants have been 
cancelled; five of them in Ohio, 
according to the U.S. Department 
of Energy. Many more have been 
postpdéned. No utility, in fact, has 
placed an order for a nuclear facil- 
ity since 1979 

The outlook for the nuclear 
industry darkened even more fol- 
towing the bankruptcy of the 
Washington Public Power Supply, 
which had several plants under 
construction,’ cancellation of the 
Clinch River Breeder Reactor and 
speculation that two unfinished 
Ohio projects--the second unit 
of the Perry Nuclear Power Station 
and the Zimmer Power rrear 
Cincinnati--wouldfollowthe 
trend 

Fifteen years ago utility com- 
pany forecasters predicteda 
prosperous decade and an enor- 
mous demand for electricity.

tricity looked optimistically to the 
nucieer solution, then bdilled es a 
cheap, clean and hazardiess 
method of making . They 
planned to build 131 nuciear 
seed plants capable of generat- 
109,000 megawatts. 

But that was before: 

ethe Arab oil embargo 
taught Americans a lesson in 
conservation; 

*the nation shifted away 
from manufacturing to ser- 
vice industries that require 
less electricity; 

*environmental groups 
questioned the'safety of 
nuclear power; 


*hundreds of federal and 
state regulations governing 
nuclear plant construction 
were added to the books; « 

*consumers and inves 
Criticized escalating costs; 

ethe accident at Thtee 
Mile-isiand; 

*demand sagged as the 
nation entered the worst 
economic recession since 
the 1930s 

Add to these woes, problems 
apparently endemic to the indus- 
try: unchecked cost overruns, per- 
sistent mismanagement, sloppy 
construction, delays, difficulties 
raising money, and the wrath of 
consumers and regulators. 

The Zimmer plant is typical. 
Originally priced at $210 million, 
conservative estimates now put 
the final cost at $3.1 billion. 
Zimmer is nearly a decade 
overdue, and may take two more 
years to finish. The Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission (NRC) halted 
construction a year ago for multi- 
ple safety and construction viola- 
tions. At least\a dozen angry 
groupsrepresenting consumers 
or environmentalists denounced 
the plant's high price and the 
builder's poor handling of con- 
struction. Zimmer's three owners 
now argue among themselves 
about what to do with it: construct 
it as planned, convert it to a gas- 
burning plant, or cancel it 
altogether 


Three other Ohio utilities which 
earlier cancelled out nuclear 
plants have spent $700 million on 
the Perry II unit in Lake County. 
But the utilities’ own projections 
Suggest Perry Il may not be 
needed because current generat- 
ing facilities will be more than 
adequate to meet future consumer 
demand. That means the surplus 
electricity generated by the unit 
will have to be sold to buyers out 
side the companies’ service terri- 
tories, some of them being out-of-

state markets whose industria! 
customers compete against Ohio 
businesses. 

Steps are underway to avoid 
another Zimmer or Perry tl. The 
Ohio. Office of the Consumers’ 
Counsel (OCC), City of Cleveland, 
Geauga County Commissioners 
and several civic groups have 
asked the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of Ohio (PUCO) and the Ohio 
Power Siting Board to cancel 
Perry ||. They argue ratepayers 
should not pay for a power plant 
which will not provide them any 
service, and may defeat Ohio's 
economic recovery. 

The Ohio Department of Devel- 
opment, Division of Energy, has 
begun hearings to evaluate each 
electric and gas company’s load

forecasts. OCC will represent 
residential consumers in these 
hearings that aim to eliminate 
some of the guesswork in predici- 
ing the state's energy needs. 

The Ohio General Assembly 
may again consider legisiation to 
stop consumer payments toward 
construction of unfinished power 
plants. Right now, at the PUCO’s 
discrection, consumers contribute 
to the building once it is 75 percent 
complete. Such a financial incen- 
tive has enabled the builders of 
Ohio's endangered nuclear facili- 
ties to collect $270 million from 
residential customers. Consumers 
cannot recover any of that cash if 
the facilities are abandoned.

Through the years some Black peo- 
ple have been on my “case” because 
they resent my philosophical chal- 
lenges to Black America. Well, they can 
gel set to blast me again because I'm 
going to tell Black people that 1984 is 
not the year for a Black presidential 


My negative attitude is based upon 
the belief that a Black candidate will 
not have ample time to develop a 
national political strategy or to raise 
the multi-million dollars that are 
needed for a successful campaign. 
The success of the Honorable Harold 
Washington is not an honest parable, 
for-we-eannot forget that some loyal 
Democrats are impeding his efforts to 
be the mayor of Chicago. Of course, a 
Black candidate will increase Black 
voter registration, but Black votes are 
not enough. The Hispanics are doing 
their own thing, thus reducing the 
chances of a coalition. 

It's foolhardy to project the idea 
Blacks will have more clout within the 
Democratic Party, because tradi- 
tionally the Democratic Party has 
taken the Black vote for granted. Take 
my word for it, there's a new game in 
town: instead of Reaganomics, they 
are now selling the story that Reagan's 
policies have improved the nation’s 
economy. So my friends, if we want 
power we must encourage the unreg- 
istered voters to register Republican so 
that through the power of numbers, 
we can get both major political parties 
to listen to the agenda of Black
